Boston University sophomore JOHN THOMAS got 
off a tremendous leap of 7-3 3/4 inches in the high 
jump and husky DON BRAGG of the U.S. Army went 
15-9 1/4 in the pole vault, as Uncle Sam's track and 
field forces flexed their muse les and flashed the ir speed 
before 65,000 delirious fans at Stanford Stadium on 
Friday and Saturday, July 1st and 2nd. 

In other highlights of the two day track and field 
carnival held for the express purpose of selecting an 
American team to do battle against the world's best 
later this year in the Olympic Games at Rome, Santa 
Clara Youth Vi Mage's ramblin' RAY NORTON stepped 
off the 200 meters in 20.5, winning the finals by five 
yards over STONE JOHNSON af Grambling College 
who earlier in the day had won his heat, also in 20.5. 
Both times broke the established world record of 20.6 
(200 meters around a turn) set by Andy Stanfield in y 
1951. 

1956 Olympic Champion LEE CALHOUN flashed 
over the 110 meter high sticks in 13.4, tying the Amer¬ 
ican record set by Jack Davis in the *56 trials at Bak¬ 
ersfield, Calif. 

Like all other Olympic trials in the past, this was 
a meet that had everything. There were world rec¬ 
ords, American records, stadium records, all time per¬ 
sonal bests by a large number of competitors, there \ 
were injuries, heartbreaks, tears, anger, and elation. 
Probably the most conspicious absence from the I960 
olympians will be burly BILL NEIDERof the U.S. Army 
who failed to qualify in the shot put. The big 245 
lb. First Lieutenant had a put of 65-7 earlier in the 
year but a bandaged right leg hampered his efforts 
and he will be missing at Rome. Bill had a heave of 
over 62 feet on his last attempt but his foot crossed 
over the line and the throw was disallowed. 

A dejected, sad, William Neider walked slowly 
out of the huge Stanford arena, as if not being able 
to believe that four years of hard work and exercises 
had gone for naught. But indeed they had.

GREG 9ELL, ex-University of Indiana broadjumper, 
finished 4th in his specialty. Four years ago he went 
over 26 feet and for a time was hailed as the man most 
likely to erase Jesse Owens' world mark of 26-8. 

At Stanford he finished 4th, just 1-1/2 inches out 
of 3rd place, and a trip to the I960 games. 

The American 400 meter relay team at Rome will 
be composed of Ray Norton of Oakland, California; 
Frank Budd of the Philadelphia Pioneer Club; Paul 
Winder of Morgan State University; and Duke Univ¬ 
ersity's sprinting sensation Dave Sime, co-holder of 
three world records. They should win easily. 


RAY NORTON 

The Oakland, California speedster will run the 
100, 200, and anchor the American 400 meter relay 
team in the XVII Olympics at Rome, Italy. 

Ray has his work cut out for him. Armln Hary 
of West Germany and Harry Jerome of Canada have 
recently bettered the world mark in the 100. 

The 400 meter relay team is expected to break 
the world record set in the *56 games at Melbourne, 
Australia of 39.5 by Ira Murchison, Leamon King, 
Thane Baker, and Bobby Morrow.

JOHNSON REPEATS IJM LLS. DECATHLON TRIALS: 

Rafer Johnson, pride of little Kingsburg, Calif¬ 
ornia, in the heart of the sprawling San Joaquin Valle/, 
again bested the best all around athletes in the U.S. 
to capture the American Decathlon Championship 
contested at Eugene, Oregon. 

With the title goes a trip to Rome to compete in 
the XVII Olympiad. 

In winning Johnson established a new world record 
of 8683 points in the grueling 10 event grind, breaking 
the old mark of 8357 held by Vasily Kuznetsov of the 
Soviet Union. 

The 24 year old graduate student at U.C. L. A. 
broke into tears when his first attempt with the jav¬ 
elin sailed 233 feet 3 inches to crack the old mark. 

Rafer will attempt to bring the Olympic Decath¬ 
lon title back to the San Joaquin Valley after an ab¬ 
sence of 8 years. Bob Mathias of Tulare won the title 
in 1948 and 1952.
